ngs Magazine rolled off the pe in San Francisco. 


Tidings Mission and 


Bible Training School, which has since grown into Bethany Bible College. 
The first issue was a simple four page edition filled with testimonies of 
the early Pentecostal blessing. Through these forty years the magazine 
has continued its full gospel witness - in fact it has been a witness of 
approximately 6360 pages. The following columns contain excerpts from 
several of the early editions of Glad Tidings. 


1921 

The great meeting at San Jose dur- 
ing Easter week, was a blessing not 
only to Pentecostal people, but to 
Christians and skeptics alike. The 
doors of the First Baptist Church were 
thrown open to our sister, Amy Sem- 
ple McPherson. The spacious church 
was thronged, with the sick, with 
saints, and with sinners. Hundreds 
were healed before the eyes of the 
eager crowds, and brought the reali- 
zation that God is, and that He is 
mighty. Blind eyes were opened, the 
lame walked, the dumb spake, and 
sick were healed, and the afflicted re- 
stored. The sight was more than the 
sinners could stand, and the love and 
power of God crowded the altar and 
even the aisles with those who were 
crying out to God for mercy and for- 
giveness. It seemed that when the 
altar call was given, many moved for- 
ward and sought God on their knees. 
It was a blessed sight. Not only were 
sinners saved, but lives were recon- 
secrated, and many received the bap- 
tism. Pastor Wm. K. Towner who 
opened his church to the fulness of 
the Gospel, received his baptism, as 
did a number of his official board and 
communicants. Pastor Towner will be 
at our special meetings in May. 

News of real victory comes from 
Dunsmuir, California. Pastor M. T. 
Draper reports in part as follows: “My 
wife and [ arrived here in October, 
1918. We had only a few dollars, but 
knew that God had sent us. In proof 
of His goodness to those who will 
seek to do His will, he began to save 
and to baptize until we now have a 
fine little assembly who own their 
own church and parsonage”. 

Pastor Mowat is in the midst of a 
revival campaign at Stockton. He is 
using the New Glad Tidings tent. 

Pastor Clark of San Miguel is stand- 
ing at his post amid persecutions and 
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God is honoring his faithfulness. 
Perhaps the most recent addition to 
our Assemblies is the new Spanish 
Mission which is being fostered by 
Sisters Luce and Murcutt in our Bible 
School lecture room. Pastor Juan 
Guerrara, for twenty years a denom- 
inational preacher, has been led to 
shepherd the flock. He received the 
baptism some months ago, as have his 
wife and children. There are perhaps 
fifty Spanish speaking people who 
have been drawn to the new Mission 
and many of them were already bap- 
tized saints, but nearly every meeting 
sees some one either saved or baptiz- 
ed. God is with these dear Spanish 
people.

A Brief History of the Magazine 


Glad Tidings Magazine has been regularly published 
in our District since January, 1925. Beginning in 1921 
it was published intermittently by Glad Tidings Temple 
of San Francisco as a sort of publicity release. It origin- 
ally was four pages and soon grew to a 12 page publi- 
cation, then in August, 1929, it expended to 16 pages. 


At that time it featured news of the Northwest District 
(including Oregon), as well as Northern California and 
Nevade. In 1938 this District took official cognizance 
of Glad Tidings and declared it the official organ of the 
District. The Superintendent was designated the editor, 
but a good part of the actual preparation of the paper 


was left to the assistant. Glad Tidings editors through 
the years have been as follows:

The center of the building 
will contain the Auditroium, seating 
approximately 2500, prayer rooms, 
healing rooms, with every necessary 
comfort for helpless patients brought 
in on stretchers, and in wheel chairs 
(the worst cases will be gladly wel- 
comed, for God’s Arm is not short- 
ened), a reading room with a supply 
of Bibles, and current Pentecostal lit- 
erature, the office of the Pastor and 
his secretary; and, in the upper stories, 
rooms for the Faculty of the Bible 
Training School. 


The eastern and western wings will 
contain the lecture rooms, equipped 
with modern educational appliances, 
rooms for the students, Prayer Tow- 
ers, whence intercessory prayer will 
ascend to the Throne of God, day and 
night, without ceasing, for the salva- 
tion of sinners, the healing of the sick, 
the baptism of believers in the Holy 
Ghost, and the exalation of the Name 
of Jesus Christ in every land beneath 
the sun.

Let This Mind Be In You 


by Mrs. Carrie Judd Montgomery 


E BELIEVE that a great many 
spiritual difficulties come to us 
because we do not obey the admoni- 
tion which we find in Phil. 2:5: “Let 
this mind be in you, which was also in 
_ Christ Jesus.” In the following verses 
we find the mind of Christ described. 
This blessed God-man “made Himself 
of no reputation, and took upon Him 
the form of a servant, and was made 
in the likeness of men: and being 
found in fashion as a man, He hum- 
bled Himself, and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the 
cross.” 

Only the blessed Holy Spirit can 
work in us this “lowliness of mind” as 
we humble ourselves with Christ and 
become obedient unto His death. As 
the Spirit works in us the crucified life, 
_ we find that we are able to obey the 
commands which follow in this chap- 
ter. “Do all things without murmur- 
ings and disputings: that ye may be 
- blameless and harmless, a sons of 
God without rebuke, in the midst of a 
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crooked and perverse nation, among 
whom ye shine (mar. shine ye) as 
lights in the world, holding forth the 
Word of life.” What a beautiful life 
is here described, to have no murmur- 
ings, no disputings, to be harmless and 
without blame; to constantly shine as 
lights for Jesus, holding forth his bless- 
ed Word that others may hear the 
message of life for spirit, soul and 


body. 


The Word of God warns us against 
the carnal mind which is enmity 
against God, and tells us that such a 
man is “vainly puffed up by his fleshy 
mind.” It is very sad to note that so 
many of God’s dear children in these 
days are getting into a state of high- 
mindedness which makes them un- 
teachable so that they are not open to 
the truth, and the Holy Spirit cannot 
guide them into all truth as He would 
love to do. All pride of mind, which 
includes pride in our own opinions, or 
rejoicing in any intellectual effort of 
our own, closes the door to the min- 


istrations of the gentle dove of God, 
and opens the door to Satan. 


We see many who are not possessed 
of what we would call an evil mind 
but their hearts are so “hardened in 
pride” (Dan. 5:20) that they are led 
into all kinds of false doctrines, which 
set man on the throne instead of God. 
In Rom. 12:2 we are commanded not 
to be conformed to this world but “be 
ye transformed by the re-newing of 
your mind, that ye may prove what is 
that good, and acceptable, and perfect 
will of God.” How blessedly we will 
be transformed into the image of 
Christ if we allow the Holy Spirit to 
renew our whole being, including our 
minds. 


Many dear Christians are troubled 
with wandering thoughts, unbelieving 
thoughts, and a state of doublemind- 
edness against which the Scriptures 
warn us. We are told in Jas. 1:8 that 
“A doubled minded man is unstable 
in all his ways.” The context tells us 
of a man who wavers and who is like 
a wave of the sea, driven of the wind 


and tossed, and it is added, “let not 


that man think that he shall receive 
anything of the Lord.” Does this not 
explain the delay in God’s answer to 
many of our prayers and also the fact 
of our never receiving answers to some 
prayers which we feel are according 
to God’s Word? Our own attitude of 
pride of mind, which occasions un- 
belief, is responsible for many such 
failures. 


In Isa. 55:7 the righteous man is 
commanded to forsake not only his 
own way, but also his thoughts, and 
then God promises to have mercy 
upon him and to “abundantly pardon.” 
Instead of our thoughts, God will give 
us His thoughts and we have this 
blessed encouragement, “For My 
thoughts are not your thoughts, neither 
are your ways My ways, saith the 
Lord. For as the heavens are higher 
than the earth, so are My ways higher 
than your ways, and My thoughts than 
your thoughts.” Who would not wel- 
come such a blessed exchange; Christ’s 
mind instead of our mind, God’s 
thoughts instead of our thoughts? 
Who has not known the unspeakable 
weariness of their own thoughts, which 
so often run riot in the brain, espec- 
ially when one is weak or ill? 


In Rom. 1:28 we read of those who 
so failed in obedience toward God, 
and who so allowed their imaginations 
or reasonings to dominate them, that 
they utterly refused to believe God. 
As a sad result “their foolish heart was 
darkened,” and we read a long list of 
frightful evils which came upon them 
until “God gave them over to a repro-

ARRIED couples do attend Bible 
college. It is estimated that for 
the last five years married students 
have made up approximately 15% of 
the college student bodies. These 
married students have taken active 
art in the activities of the student 
ody, directly or otherwise. One ob- 
servation shows that on the whole the 
married student does better work dur- 
ing his college years than does the 
average single student — desirable 
study habits — intense interest — high- 
er grades. 


We have selected two married stu- 
dents, representative of those who 
attend Bethany Bible College, whose 
backgrounds, dedication, and deter- 
mination will help you receive a 
clearer picture of the life of married 
students attending our college. 

Dick Brown, a senior at Bethany, 
comes from Red Bluff, California. 
Reared in a Christian hame, Dick has 
experienced many blessings of ' the 
Lord. At the early age of 12 misfor- 
tune fell his lot and Dick was stricken 
by rheumatic fever. Thanks be to the 
Lord, however, he was completely 
healed by the Master. Since that day 
of his healing, Dick realized his in- 
debtedness to the Lord . . . the need 
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for his unfailing loyalty and obedience 
to the Master’s bidding. 

During his years in high school, 
Dick lost his grip, and slowly slipped 
away from the Lord, playing in a high 
school jazz band. It was not until 
youth camp in the summer of 1954 
that Dick, through the ministry of a 
recent returnee from the mission field, 
was reminded of his indebtedness to 
God. There at that youth camp Dick 
was reclaimed to the Lord and at the 
same time experienced a definite bur- 
den to enter active Christian service. 


Dick’s pastor took a personal in- 
terest in him; counselling with him, 
praying with him and encouraging 
him to enter Bible college. This en- 
couragement, coupled with that of 
other friends and relatives, helped 
Dick reach a decision to enroll in 
Bethany. 


Realizing the need to earn sufficient 
finances for his first year of study, 
Dick worked for one year. During 
this time he found his helpmate, 
Sabra, and together they labored to- 
ward the calling of God. 


With Charles Beadle, a sophomore 
at Bethany, it is a different and yet 
similar story. His wife, Eddie, ex- 
plains, “Charles was born in a Christ-

ian home in Little Rock, Arkansas, 
and experienced a genuine conversion 
when about 12 years old. We first met 
at Central Assembly in Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, and were soon married. After 
our marriage we took an active part 
in the church’s activities. Charlie 
was head of the Senior Department 
of the young people, leader of the 
C. A.’s for 5 years, official song leader 
for 4 years and a member of the dea- 
con board.” 

When asked about the experiences 
surrounding their decision to enter 
full time Christian service, Mrs. 


Beadle, with a tone of calm enthusiam _ 


reminesced, “It all happened one eve- 
ning while conversing with our assist- 
ant pastor about the Lord’s work — 
its problems and its rewards. After 
our visit with him, we continued about 
our business for several days. This 
was in June of 1959. One day Charles 
confessed that since the conversation 
with our assistant pastor he had had 
an intense desire to enter full time 
Christian service. The peculiar thing 
about it was that I had sensed the 
same burden.” 


Of course, much preparatory work 
had to be -done a! many were the 
obstacles that stood in the way. “I 
remember, continued Mrs. Beadle, 
“the day I won a drawing in a depart- 
ment store in Tulsa. You know, one of 
those contests where you slip your 
name in a box. I won an old car 
which we sold for $150, and a check 
for $100. This, we both felt, was an 
indication of the leading of the Lord 
into the ministry. This happened in 
July.” 

“But that was only a small part of 
the confirmation,” continued Mrs. 
Beadle. “We were some $3,000 in 
debt. I was supervisor for the tele- 
phone company in Tulsa while Charles 
was distribution manager for the An- 
chor Petroleum Company of Tulsa. 
So, you see, we were faring sufficient- 
ly. Any change in our employment 


status would mean a miracle on God’s — 
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part. One Sunday morning in church, 
Dr. C. C. Burnett, who was visiting in 
Tulsa, brought a challenging message. 
That same morning there was a mess- 
age and interpretation encouraging the 
people of God to step out by faith. 
This was the confirmation for which 
we had been waiting. After the ser- 
vice, Dr. Burnett encouraged us to 
attend Bethany Bible College.” 


“When we made the final decision, 
things began to work out. Both 
Charles and I resigned our jobs, sold 
our home, and in less than two months 
time we had paid off all but $200 of 
our debts. What an enriching experi- 
ence!” 


Both Dick and Charles have, since 
coming to Bethany, found a place for 
themselves within the student body. 
Dick has been active in musical groups 
since his freshman year and is present- 
ly with the Forerunners Quartet, sing- 
ing and preaching on weekends. 
Charles is not only vice-president of 
his Sophomore Class, but also directs 
the Freshmen Chorus, a _ 16-voice 
choir, and the Male Chorus. 


A typical day for either of these 
gentlemen runs something like this: 
7:30 a.m. to 12:00 noon, classes; 12:00 
to 12:30 p.m., lunch hour; 12:30 to 
6:00 p.m., work hours . . . Dick on the 
Bethany Park maintenance crew, and 
Charles on the College maintenance 
gang; 6:00 to 7:00 p.m., supper hour;

Missionary’s Life 


Threatened in Africa 


Another evidence of the growing 
tension on many of the mission fields, 
was seen in a recent letter from Rev. 
Paul Bruton, missionary from our 
District to Tanganyika, Africa. 

Brother Bruton wrote, “We are safe, 
but pray for us.” His reference was to 
an incident which was described in 
the East African Standard as follows: 


The Rev. J. Paul Bruton, an Ameri- 
can missionary who lives in Arusha, 
told the East African Standard yester- 
day that he had been attacked and 
told he would be killed. 


The incident occured when he held 
a service at the church of the Mission 
of the Assemblies of God at Masama, 
about 15 miles from Moshi. 


Mr. Bruton said he had told the 
congregation that under no circum- 
stances were they to resort to violence, 
and preached a sermon on the text 
“Love your enemies.” 


“Then I saw a crowd of about 50 
Africans gathering outside the chur- 
ch,” he said. “I went out and spoke 
to them and they claimed to be mem- 
bers of the Lutheran Church.” 


Hit with bar 


He told them he wanted no trouble 
and read a letter from the D.C. author- 
ising him to conduct religious services. 


“The crowd seized me and said they 
were going to take me to the local 
chief. They tried to prevent me enter- 
ing my car. An African tried to tear 
the door off and another hit Robert 
Nehemia, a student minister, with an 
iron bar.” 


Nehemia was later treated at Arusha 
Hospital for head injuries and six 
other members of the church sustained 
minor injuries.

Be you say anything, I want 
to tell you this —I am a teenager 
of sixteen years. And most important, 
nobody made me write this. I want 
to talk to you about parents. As I 
have a wonderful set of them myself, 
I think I should be a good authority 
on this subject. 

The first argument I can expect to 
hear is, “But you don’t know MY par- 
ents!” Well, perhaps I don’t, but I 
do know teens and I’m talking to you 
— not your parents. 

A great complaint I have heard is, 
“Mom and Dad just don't seem to 
realize that I’ve grown up, practically, 
anyhow!” I think that is the answer 
right there, “Practically, anyhow!” A 
lot of us aren’t as grown up as we 
like to think we are. Growing up 
comes by experience and responsibil- 
ity. Just because the boys have to 
start using a razor and the girls start 
wearing high heels, doesn’t mean 
they have suddenly gained maturity. 
Growing up isn’t always a pleasant 
little game. Sometimes we feel that 
no one in the world understands or 
even cares about us.

bate mind . . . Being filled with all un- 
righteousness . . . haters of God, de- 


_ Spiteful, proud, boasters, inventors of 


evil things, disobedient to parents, 
without understanding, covenant 
breakers, without natural affection, 
implacable, unmerciful.” We read in 
the margin that a reprobate mind is 
“a mind of judgment.” 


Oh, beloved, do we not see how 
necessary it is to yield our minds up 
entirely to the blessed Spirit of God 
that He may work in us complete 
humility and yieldedness to God? Do 
we not also realize from this last pass- 
age which we have quoted, how nec- 
essary it is to teach children to yield 
to the authority of their parents, since 
we find disobedience to parents in- 
eluded in this list of frightful sins? 
‘Soy in passing, let us beseech our be- 
oved readers to insist firmly and lov- 
ingly on an absolute obiedience from 
their children, in accordance with the 
Word of God, and if they are thus 
disciplined from their earliest child- 
hood they will learn to obey easily 
and sweetly, and it will then be easy 
for them to learn to obey God. 


In our contact with many who are 
seeking blessing and healing from the 
Lord we find a large number of un- 
disciplined souls who have never been 
taught to obey when they were young 
and they therefore find is very difficult 
to yield up their wills wholly to God. 
Let us remember that the Word says 
that God gives the Holy Spirit to them 
that obey Him. (Acts 5:32.) How I 
thank God for the love of my dear 
Christian parents who insisted on per- 
fect obedience from their children, but 
who began to train us so early in life 
that most of the sting of chastisement 
was thus avoided. From the passage 
in 2 Tim. 3:1-3 we see that disobed- 
ience to parents and being without 
natural affection is one of the signs of 
the perilous times of the last days. 
Faithfulness to God on the part of 
parents, and faith in Him to take the 
Passover Lamb of Jesus Christ for 
their household, will keep God’s dear 


_ children from sorrows of this kind in 


their families. 


Paul in his Godly jealousy over the 
Corinthian Church was fearful lest 


they should yield their minds to Satan 


instead of to the Lord. He says, “But 
I fear, lest by any means, as the ser- 
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pent beguiled Eve through his subtilty 
so your minds should be corrupted 
from the simplicity that is in Christ.” 
(2 Cor. 1:3.) How sweet and simple, 
how holy and transparent, is the mind 
of our beloved Jesus; what lowliness 
of mind, what soundness of mind, 
what purity of mind we have, as He 
takes possession of a mind that is fully 
surrendered to Him. This will bring 
us into a state of perfect childlikeness 
and of faith where all things shall be 
possible unto us. 


In 2 Cor. 10:4-5 we read how the 
strongholds of the carnal mind are to 
be cast down, “For the weapons of 
our warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of 
strongholds; casting down imagina- 
tions, and every high thing that ex- 
alteth itself against the knowledge of 
God, and bringing into captivity every 
thought to the obedience of Christ.” 
The word imaginations in the margin 
is rendered reasonings, and it is the 
proud reasonings of the human mind 
that exalt themselves against the 
knowledge of God. A little child was 
Christ’s pattern for the believer and 
a little child does not reason but un- 
derstands intuitively and obeys implic- 
ly. How blessed to see that we may 
be delivered from these strongholds 
and from every high thing that would 
prevent us from knowing God. How 
Marvelous the extent of deliverance 
that every thought of ours may be 
brought into captivity to the obedience 
of Christ. 


His obedience was perfect and He 
will perfect that which concerneth us, 
as we put all into His dear hands. 
We have many pieces of defensive 
armor but only one aggressive weapon 
and that is the Word of God, which 
is “the sword of the Spirit.” So, be- 
loved, ask God to forgive you for feed- 
ing so little upon His Word; ask Him 
to give you a mighty hunger for His 
Word. Ask Him to give you grace to 
lay aside all light reading cad things 
that are not worth while, and in these 
last solemn days be filled with the 
Spirit and with the Word of God 
which abideth forever. 


The Bridegroom is still tarrying and 
you may still have time to get your 
vessels filled with oil. One reason for 
the Lord’s tarrying is given us in Jas. 
5:7, “Behold the husbandman waiteth 
for the precious fruit of the earth, and 
hath long patience for it until He re- 
ceive the early and latter rain.”

rivileges and you'll find that they do 

ove you. 

You teens who have unsaved par- 
ents have a great responsibility. Even 
though it doesn’t show, they are 
watching your life to find out if your 
Christianity is real and worthwhile. 
Just a little mistake may be all they 
need to make up their minds 
that there is nothing to it. I know that 
the Lord will help you to be a testi- 
mony in everything you do and say, 
for He says, “Lo, I am with you al- 
ways, even unto the end of the 
world.” 

One of the biggest problems that 
teens have is that of dating. It seems 
that our parents don’t feel we are old 
enough or experienced enough. I 
think a lot of times it is because we 
don’t act grown up enough about little 
things, such as housework, errands, 
and obeying. If a teen isn’t old 
enough to take on responsibility, I 
_ don’t think he is old enough to date. 
However, there is absolutely nothing 
wrong about liking the opposite sex. 
God made us to be attracted to one 
another. In our teens, He is simply 
preparing us for the time when we 
will meet the right one, fall in love 
and marry. But even if your parents 
don’t let you date when you think 
they should, it is good to remember 
that “God always gives the best to 
those who leave the choice with 
Him’, 

I think a lot of the time the terrible 
parents we seem to think we have are 
products of a good imagination. God 
made parents before He made chil- 
dren and we should respect them, 
their ideas, opinions, and most im- 
Pportant, their demands. When the 
Bible says, “Children, obey your par- 
ents,” it doesn’t mean when it suits 
our purpose, or when we feel like it. 

God gave us parents because we 
need them. We may think we could 
get along without them, but I don’t 
think so. Most animals are on their 
own from the time they are a few 
weeks or months old. If we were left 
alone at the age of two years we 
would soon die. 

I don’t mean to give the impression 
that I think parents are perfect and 
teens are completely in the wrong. 
Parents are human and they can make 
mistakes. But they have been around 
a little longer than we have and I 
think we'd better listen to what they 
have to say. If we don’t understand 
why they do the things they do, I 
think we can ask for the reason.
